THE SEW BANKBUPT BILL. 


Tho* Wnsliinglon correspondent of tho 


Boston Post gives Iho priucipul pointa of 
the row bankrupt hill, which only requires 
the President's signature to become a law, 
as follows: 


Forty days nro allowed to elapse before a 


merchant or trader who fails to pay his com- 
mercial paper is liable to be thrown into 
bankruptcy. 
Tho assent of one fourth iu 


number and one third in value of creditors is 
required lo throw a debtor isto bankruptcy. 
This provision relates back to tho first of 
last December. 
Proceedings may bo dis- 


continued whenever tho debtor pays those 
secured debts which wore the ground of 
throwing him into bankruptcy, or whenever 
with the consent of the court, ho nnd a raa> 
jprity of tho creditors shall ask for a discon- 
tinuance of the proceedings. 
In order lo 


sot aside hypothecated pledges on liens on 
the bankrupt's estate, it must appear that 
the party dealing 
with 
the 
bankrupt 


knew that he intended 
to nerpetrnte a 


fraud upon the bankrupt law, and that ho 
intended to go into brnkruptcy. When a 
loan is made to a bankrupt in good faith and 
security taken with tho intention of aiding 
him to pull through, it shall bo considered 
as having actual value and tho security shall 
not bo invalidated by proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy. A voluntary bankrupt may have 
his discharge if his estate pays thirty per 
cent, of his debts; or provided he obtains 
tho assent of the same number of his 
orsditore as is necessary to throw him in- 
to laakraptoy. An involuntary bankrupt 
can get his discharge if his conduct 'is 
free from all fraud, and ho is innocent of 
any violation or infringmont of the bank- 
rupt act. 
Assignees are prohibited from 


dividing fees with other persons engaged in 
tho case. 
Compromises by creditors inay 


be mado with tho assent of tho debtor, pro- 
Tiding n majority o[ the creditors join, 
whore approved by tho conrt fcr the release 
and discharge of tho debt. Tho fees nnd 
oiponsos are reduced one-half until tho 
judges of the Supremo Court shall establish 
permanent reduction aud simplify proceed- 
ings. All tho acts of tho persons connected 
with the execution of tho law, shall bo mado 
public iu tho shape of full and mimito 
reports from tho clerk, tho assignee, tho 
marshal and tho rogislor.
